THE AHTI08 OP A OYOLONE. 

The Christian Advocaie of St. Louis, 
relates some vcry remarkable performan- 
c« of the recent cyclone in that city. 
Everybody has read about these terrific 
engines of the atmosphere, which have left 
death, ruin and devastation in their path 
Here are some of the peculiar antics per- 
formed by these^iestructive elements : 

"One of the granite blocks torn out of 
Eads Bridge raeasured five feet in length 
by almost three in breadth and eighteen 
inches in thickness. In a freight yard on 
the levee a block of granite weighing six- 
teen thousand eight hundred pounds was 
lifted off a freight car and thrown four 
feet from the track, two other similar 
blocks reraaininguntouched. ün Russell 
Avenue, not far from Compton, one of 
the marble steps that were in front of the 
main door of the residence was picked up 
and driven into the ground to the depth 
of two feet. The step is not chipped or 
in any way injured. There are two iron 
posts in front of the Merchant's Exchange 
building. One of them was wrenched off 
by the storm. Sixty feet away is a wood- 
en post of the same size and heíght as the 
iron pillar, and it was in no way damaged. 
In a house on Arkansas Avenue a glass 
stopper in a decanter was broken off at 
the top of the bottle, but the vessel itself 
was not broken. A young man named 
Murphy, of South Twenty-third Street, 
says that he had two rings on his left 
hand. He lost them, with a good deal of 
the skin of two fingers, while trying to 
keep his hold on a telegraph pole. The 
pole was overtumed and Murphy narrow- 
ly escaped being crushed under it. The 
outer wall of the splendid red niansion on 
Compton Avenue is torn away, the roof 
is gone, and there are other evitlences of 
the ravages of the storm wilhout the build- 
ing. Yet the light pictures on the walls 
are hanging in place and lamps on tables 
and stands are not disturbed as to posi- 
tion, neither are they in any way damag- 
ed. On one of them the delicate lace 
shade is not even disarranged. A news- 
paper man picked up a dead robin in the 
center of Lafayette Park. On one side 
of the bird all the feathers were intact. 
On the other side there was no sign that 
there had ever been a feather on the white 
skin. Even the other part of the leg was 
entirely denuded. Black mud was found 
on the walls of many houses after the 
storm. In one residence on Arkansas 
Avenue the ceiling is decorated with black 
patches. There is no such mud in the 
neighborhood. Tíiere was a new spring 
bonnet on one of the spikes of Lafayette 
Park iron fence. The bird on it was strip- 
ped of Us feathers. The irony of fa te 


was never morè forcibly üluatrated than 
in the case of a dwelling house located on 
South Broadway, the entire front of which 
was swept away, leaving the interior with 
furnilure exposed to the elements, The 
fmniture and beddings were piled in a 
confused mass upon each íloor, while up- 
on the rear wall of the second story bed- 
room was the legend, Good Luck." 


THE YOTJHG PEOPLE. 

In a book entitled, "The Making of 
Manhood,"W. J. Dawson has the follow- 
ing to say of the Young Men in the 
Church : 

"The young are especially intolerant of 
shams ; they have the keenest eye to de- 
tect the discrepaney belween belief ami 
practice. They ask, above all, for sa- 
cred reality. The men who move them 
are not the rhetoricians — tho in youlh 
the appetite for oratory is unlimittd — but 
the men of character, of vehement sin- 
cerity, of moral worth. Youth will not 
tolerate mere púlpit platitudes. It utter- 
ly refuses torespect the clergyman simply 
because he is a clergyman. The demo- 
cràtic spirit which has passed over the na- 
tion has taught the most inexperienced of 
us to discernkeenly the caliber and worth 
of manhood wherever it is found. We 
are not imposed upon in our day by titles 
and words. We discuss the actions of 
royalty wilh as much freedom as we 
should animadvertupon the shorteornings 
of our brethren. Itis not to be expected 
that we should be any less outspoken in 
our críticism of the church. There are 
churches which never would admit Jesús 
Christ to their membership. Thtre are 
Christians who are not a whit better than 
the scribes and Pharisees whoin Christ 
denounced. There are forms of worship 
which are popular for the same reason, 
and no higher reason, that theaters and 
concerts are popular, There are congre- 
gations and preachers who, after a life- 
time of talk about Christianity, have not 
even the glimmering of a conception of 
what Christianity really means, and in the 
spirit of their thought àre morè pagan 
than the pagan governor who condemned 
Christ to the cross. Therefore, youth 
has learned to discriminate sharply be- 
tween Christ and the church. It can 
adore Christ, yet at the same time be hos- 
tile to the church — that is, the pagan 
church — which parodies his name. It de- 
mands truth, reality, sincenty, and will 
be content with nothing else. . . , 

If any purer forms of Christian li fe 
are to appear in the twentieth century, it 
is from these ardent idealists of the nine- 
leenth century we niust expect them. If 
Luther had not been enraged at the cor- 


ruption of Roman is ru, there would have 
been no Reformation ; and if Wesley 
could have been contented wilh the sleek 
formalism of the Church of England, we 
should have had no Methodism. This 
torturing fire which burns in youth is a 
divine fiame by which ihe world is to be 
purified. It behooves the church to give 
no offense to those who are not far from 
the kingdom of God. If the church 
wants youth, it raust have reality ; it must 
be free from formalism, servility, coward- 
ice, compromise and half-heartedness. 
Religion must be of a thoroughíy maníy, 
earnest practical, and straightforward 
type. Wherever there is a church of this 
order, and a minister who understands 
Ihese aspirations of youth, there is no dif- 
ficulty in getting young men."
